The vessel struck an uncharted coral 


re«f ten miles east of Kamiguin Island. 
Her stern was almost submerged and | 
tha bow almost out of water. A heavy j 
sea was on, and the cruiser began roll- j 
ing violently. The water light doors 
were quickly closed, but were stove 
In under the engine compartment, the 
largest of the ship. 


After the first efforts to right her the 


officers feared she might slide off be- 
cause of the heavy sea, and therefore 
abandoned the attempt to save her. 
They hurried to the launch and boats 
and rowed away, prepared io fight for 
a landing, with two Colt guns. 134 
rifles and ten days' rations. Some of. 
the officers and men were dressed only 
in pajamas and their under clothing. 
Two hours after the Charleston struck 
all had gotten away. A party returned 
two days later, but found it impos- 
sible to save anything. 


The first landin.e was made on a 


little island, v.-ith a front of barren 
rocks. Next day the boats again took 
to the water and proceeded to Kami- 
guin Island, where a landing was made 
in. the expectation that fighting would 
b« necessary. So far from this being 
the case, however, the Charleston's 
men found a half savage people, who 
regarded them with curiosity rather 
than hostility.

region.

Of vegetables, there 
are only the radish and the turnip, 
with, perhaps an occasional and very 
precarious crop of potatoes. Cabbages , 
all run to leaf. 
The ground rarely 


thaws, even during the hot season, be- 
yond twelve or eighteen inches deep, 
and in places much exposed to the heat 
never beyond a yard.

Relics of Gettysburg-. 


According to a facetious Germantown 


man, who has just returned from Gettys- 
burg, there is hidden away in the woo"<ls 
a mile or two from the battle field, a relic 
factory, says the Philadelphia Record. 
It is a two-story building of brick, 80 
by 100 feet; twenty-nine hands are em- 
ployed in it, and the weekly pay-roll av- 
erages §300. The value of this year's 
production will be not far from *20,000. 
an increase of 40 per cent, over that of 
last year. The relic factory was only 
built in 189S. Tfat production, the Ger- 
mantown man says, consists of old bul- 
lets, old cannon balls, soldier buttons, 
buckles, swords, pieces of bone and sa- 
bretaches, all, of course, of a very an- 
cient and worn appearance.
